Installation of public fire 
alarms in the streets of the 
city has been started. The 
‘work is being carried out by 
Cable and Wireless, Limited. 

It is planned te construct 18 
fre alarms atidifferent points in 
the Central District first, Later, 
21 will be erected in Eastern Dis- 
trict 11 in Western District. 

A‘total of 50 alarms has been 
planned for the Island and a fur- 
ther 50 for Kowloon. 

Owing to technical diMculties, 
the intallation tof the alarms on 
the Island is expected tu take six 
months to complete. 

Work on installing alarms on 
the Mainland cannot start until 
the completion of the new Central 
Fire Station in Kowloon. 

One of the fire alarms in ,the 
city wil} be on Pedder Street, 
near the Queen's Read Central, 
junction. The standard there has 
ulso been set up. 

Owning to neglect and lack of 
maintenance during the Japanese 
occupation, the strect fire alarms 
formerly Installed were found to 
be useless nt the end of the war.

Mr. Heywood To Atten 
Meteorological Meet 


Mr. G. S. P. Heywood, Director of the Royal Ob- 
servatory, Hong Kong, will represent the 
Colony at the Far East Moteoralogical Con- 
ference to be held in Manila from May 10 
to 13. The Philippine ‘Government will be 


the host nation. 

In addition-to Hong Kong, 
representatives from - Japan, 
China, the Philippines, Siam, 
and Indo-China are expected 
to participate in the confer- 
ence. Meteorological officers 
of the Royal Navy, American 
Navy, and the American Air 
Force in the West Pacific aren 
are also expected to attend. - 

Invitations participate in 
the conference are to be sent 
to the Reverend Fr. Gherzi, 
the well-know metcrorologlist of 
the Zlknwel observatory at 
Shanghai, the Reverend Fr. Selga 
and the Reverend Fr. Depermann, 
formerly of the Manila Observa- 
tory. 

The growing needs of shipping 
tnd aviatlon render -it more than 
ever necessary that there should 
ba close co-Operation between the 
various weather centres which 
Issue typhoon warnings, It was 
officially stated yesterday.

The Introduction of this ernft 
will considerably reduce the cost 
of handling sniall quantities of 
this type of cargo. 


It is understood that more will 
be constructed depending on . the 
successful operation of this one 
und also on present requirements. 


The appearance of this type of 
lighter, however, Is not new to 
the Harbour cjreles. 


‘Jwenty-five of these Phoenix 
barges, as they are commonly 
called, have already been, sole 
locally by the Government on be- 
half of the Ministry of Transport.

In the afternoon session, Yugo~ 
slavia joined’ with her Eastern 
neighbours in -condenming the 
proposed inquiry. 

Mr.: Viadimir Popovic, the Yu- 
goslav. representative, criticised 
the “motives” ‘behind the pro- 
posal and said it was n part of 
the tendency to use the United 
Natlons ns a “tool” to Interfere 
in the nffairs of the Eastern 
European States. 


Under Treaties 

Denmark, Iceland, Norway and 
Sweden told the Assembly ‘today 
that they do not favour a discus- 
sion af the trials. 

M. Gustav Rasmussen, Danlsh 
Forelgn Miristor, apeaking on 
hohalf of all four powers, sald 
that the telals had occasioned 
“great concern” In the North. 
ern countries as elsawhere, 

M. Rasmussen continued: ‘We 
have considered with keen attén- 
lion the different arguments bear- 
ing on the matter.

The pronouncements of 
statesmen in Britain regard- 
ing colonial policy are na- 
‘urally read out here -with 
ividity, perhaps more so 
than ever during the Social- 
ist regime. It pave many 
people to think, therefore, 
when Sir Stafford Cripps 
said that, when_he thought 
of the, British Empire, his 
head was bowed in shame.
